London, May 8§.—The United States 
must prepare to learn that some of 
her citizens perished in the destruc- 
tion of the /Lusitania- off Old Head of 
Kinsale, Ireland, Of the 1,254. pas- 
gengers and 850 crew aboard, the 
most careful search does not now 
show 1,000 persons ashore and a dis- 
patch from Queennstown -just re- 
ceived says significantly that many 
are in the hospitals there, some of 
whom have died. No names: are 
given. . 

From all sources it may be given 
as the best information that about 
150 persons have been landed*at 
Queenstown, around 700 at Clonakilty, 
about nine miles to the south and 
west of the scene, and still more are 


at Kinsale, about ten miles from the} 


scene, There will be more reported 
without doubt from such 
Oyster Haven, Court Macsheery, Bar- 
rvs Point, Seven Heads, Butlers 
Town and other little ports of the 
vicinity. 

The admiralty has just issued a 
statement that the passengers of the 
Lusitania are being landed and that 
the wounded are being taken to the 
naval hospital. 
tioned. 

Although much information from 
Iveland allowed to be made public 
has been entirely fragmentary, little 
by little it is becoming known that 
either there was an external or inter- 
naj explosion, ‘perhaps by both, the 
giant ship ‘was blown almost apart off 
Old Head cf Kinsale. The double ex- 
plosion is mentioned because there is 
a theory advanced that the external 
explosion of a great torpedo smashed 
into the ship without warning by the 
submarine; caused an interior explo- 
sion. This may have been in secme 
nest of boilers, or it may have been 
among explosives in the cargo. The 
wounded who are going to the naval 
hospital and the dead who. were 
brought ashore indicate that there 
was | enormous havoc in the interior of 
the vessel; Ths ay—bere—heen d 
the fire room of the engine room. It 
cannot be. conceived that passengers 
could be hurt in this way. 

2,104 Were Aboard. 

New York, May 8.-—There were 
1,254 passengers and 850 crew on 
beard the Tee Lusitania, mak- 
ing a total of 2,104. Those are the 
Official figures given out here at the 
offices of the Cunard Steamship com- 
pany. Among the passengers were 
139 Americans and 956 English. sub- 
jects. 

The passenger list was divided as 
follows: First class, 291; second 
class, 601; third class, 362. Among 
the passengers were nine first. class 
and twenty-nine second class. passen- 
gers from the Cameronia, who were 
sferred to the Lusitania at the 
last minute because the Cameronia 
was drafted for government services. 

Report of Disaster. 

London, May 8.—The steamer Lusi- 
tania, with 1,254 passengers, many of 
whom were Americans, aboard, was 
probably torpedoed while off Old Head 
of Kinsale at about 2 o’clock in the 
afetrnoon. Sinking of the Lusitania 
was the hardest blow of the war to 
date so far as commerce was com 
cerned. The reports all agree that 
the big liner began calling for help 
by her wireless:at 2:12 p.m. ‘The 
fitst to pick her up was the wireless 
station at Lands End. Twenty-one 
later the big ship had. dis- 


appeared. 
“We have a big list; rush help,” 
flashed through the air, and’ imme 


diately orders were sent to the near- 


and | est points to get every available craft 


to the scene. 

Immediately the news of the tor- 
pedoing of the Lusitania was received 
here, the admiral in command of the 
naval station at Queenstown dis- 
patched to the scene all assistance 
available. The tugs Warrior, Storm- 
cock and Julia, together ‘with five 
trawlers and the local lifeboat in tow 
of a tug, were hurried to: sea. 

The Cunard line gave out informa- 
tion to the effect that there were 
about twenty boats in the viciniy of 
the spot’ where the Lusitania went 
down. Sixteen more boats, the line 
Says, have been dispatched to the 
scene for rescue work. 


Struck Without Warning. 

The Lusitania, which left New 
York Saturday had reached within a 
hours of Queenstown, her first 
port of call, when the German sub- 
marine struck. According to the an- 
nouncement of the Cunard ‘tine she 
sark almost immediately. 

The steamship company’s 
ment, issued at 7:46 p. m., said: 

“The whole concern of the Cunard 
company is for the safety of the pas- 
sengers and crew.

No, but the number of women who 
have asked to vote is larger than the 
aumber of men who have ever asked

Women should receive their right 
to vote for-the same political reason 
that men received theirs and not be- 
cause they ask. 

What are the political reasons for 
giving the:vote to women?
